Mayor Joseph M. Darst’s attack 
on the city’s civil service law to- 
day drew stinging rebukes and 
heated protests from citizens who 
were active in the fight to estab- 
lish civil service for city em- 
ployes: Darst, in expressing his 
opinion said he should have full 
authority to replace any city em- 
ploye, compared the civil service 


law to the now-defunct prohibi- 
tion law, which he termed “the 
greatest farce ever foisted on the 
people.” 

The Mayors statement to re- 
rorters that he felt he should 
have authority “to replace any 
city employe, if I can find a man 
better qualified for the position,” 
drew immediate response from 
Walter C. Haeussler, former chair- 
man of the Citizens’ Committee 
for Civil Service; Joseph A. Mc- 
Clain Jr., a member of the execu- 
tive board of the committee; Mrs. 
Conrad Sommer, president of the 
League of Women Voters, and 
Mrs. George Gellhorn, a leader in 
the movement for civil service. 

Pledged to Uphold It. 

Darst, who pledged himself to 
uphold the civil service law when 
campaigning for office last spring 
and asserted then, “the spoils sys- 
tem should not be tolerated,” made 
it clear by his remarks at his aft- 
ernoon press conference yesterday 
that he now favors unrestricted 
control by the city administration 
over city jobs. 

Today, however, after the storm 
broke, he told reporters: “That’s 
not exactly my viewpoint, al- 
though that may ‘have been the 
way I expressed it. I don’t want 
to abolish civil service or return 
to spoils system.” 

Then, more to himself than to 
the reporters, he added, “A man 
has to be careful what he says 
and how he says it.” 

He went on to say he was not 
thinking of “rank and file” city 
employes when he said he thought 
he should have power to replace 
“any employe,” but only’ of em- 
ployes holding “policy-making 
jobs, and those who are their in- 
timate associates, such as their 
secretaries and administration as- 
sistants.” 

Haenssler “Disappointed.” 

Haeussler, stating he was “very 
- much disappointed in the Mayor's 
position,” pointed out that, if the 
Mayor had the right to hire and 
fire anyone he chose “there would 
be no civil service.” 

“The purpose of civil service,” 
Haeussler said, “is to prevent such 
firings by politicians. And Joe, it 
seems, is a politician.” 

McClain, who in additien to be- 
ing a member of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee for Civil Service, is presi- 
dent of the Missouri Federation 
sfor Merit System, asserted the 
Citizens’ Committee “will fight to 
keep the civil service article in 
the charter.” 

“You may be assured of that,” 
he said, “and I hope a lot of other 
people also will fight to keep- it 
there.” 

Pointing out that Darst on 
other occasions since his election 
has expressed the opinion he 
should have authority to pick not 
only the city department heads, 
but also the commissioners under 
them, McClain said: 

“Reasonable people might argue 
on both side of that proposal, but 
I’m surprised at his (Darst’s) 
making a statement that the 
Mayor ought to be able to hire, or

COMING THURSDAY 


Lunar Disk to Be Covered by 
Earth’s Shadow From 
8:20 to 9:33 P. M. 


A total eclipse of the moon, the 
second this year, will be visible 
here Thursday night if skies are 
clear. 

As the earth moves slowly into 


direct alignment between the sun 
and moon, its shadow will start 
moving across the face of its satel- 
lite at 7:05 p.m. The first point 
of encroachment will be the north- 
east edge of the lunar disk, Dr. 
Jessica Y. Stephens, associate pro- 
fessor of astronomy at Washing- 
ton University, said today. 

Total eclipse will come at 8:20 
and will last until 9:33, with the 
last trace of shadow leaving the 
lower western edge of the moon 
at 10:48. 

It is not likely the moon will be 
completely invisible even during 
totality, as the light rays from the 


sun are refracted around the 
earth to a sufficient degree to 
give the moon a ruddy glow, Dr. 
Stephens said. The last eclips 
here was April 12. 


U.S. WOULD HAVE — 
WORLD COURT ACT 
ON PACT VIOLATIONS 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Oct. 4 
(UP)—The United States today 


charged Bulgaria, Hungary and 
Romania with flagrant disregard 
of treaty pledges to protect hu- 
man rights, and asked the United 
Nations to request an advisory 
opinion from the International 
Court of Justice on the matter. 

The issue, which has been be- 
fore the U.N. General Assembly 
since last spring, arose from the 
prosecution of Cardinal Josef 
Mindszenty and other Roman 
Catholic and Protestant church 
leaders in the three Balkan coun- 
tries. 

United States Delegate Benja- 
min V. Cohen told the Assembly’s 
special Political Committee that 
the United States, with the sup- 
port of Britain, had taken every 
possible step to discuss with the 
charge. The Soviet Union, Cohen 
said, has refused to participate in 
such discussions and has sup- 
ported its Balkan satellites.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Oct. 4—The 
American, Federation of Labor 
Was prepared today to throw its 
full strength, including ample fi- 
nancial assistance, to aid in es- 


tablishment of the new anti-Com- 
munist world labor movement, 
now in process of formation. The 
CIO already has indorsed the 
movement. 

Plans to bring about an effec- 
tive world trade organization will 
constitute an important part of 
the business of the AFL annual 
convention. 

The new internationai organiza- 
tion, a rival of the old Commu- 
nist-dominated World Federation 
of Trade Unions, is to hold its 
first constitutional convention in 
London the latter part of next 
month, Delegates from both the 
AFL and CIO will participate. 

Irving J. Brown, European rep- 
resentative of the AFL, who has 
been rallying the rank and file 
abroad in the fight of “the com- 
mon man” against communism, is 
here to report to the convention 
and to participate in meetings of 
the federation’s labor relations 
committee. 

Green’s Address. 

William Green, president of th 
AFL, pledged support of the new 
world labor body in his address 
yesterday at the outset of the con- 
vention. 

“We want to assure our friends 
from abroad,” Green said, “and 
the workers abroad that it is our 
purpose to work with them to 
serve with them in the formation 
of a great new international trade 
union movement. We want to per- 
fect what we have already started 
te do. That is to establish this 
movement upon a sound basis, 
free from governmental control 
and governmental domination, and 
with the assurance that it will 
not be the arm or the agency of 
any Government, no matter what 
kind of a government it may be 
anywhere or in any nation 
throughout the world. 

“IT want to assure our repre- 
sentatives that we will serve with 
them, we will work with them, 
we will sacrifice with them, if 
necessary, we will place at the 
disposal of the great organization 
our financial help, and all we can 
give them in order to establish a 
great new international trade 
union movement upon a sound, 
free, democratic trade union 
basis.” 

Green took occasion also to out- 
line what he described as “the 
kernel” of the economic philos- 
ophy of the American Federation 
of bor, which he said he de- 
sired to make clear to the work- 


ing for conservation of portions of 
the marginal sea in the interest 
of national security and for fed- 
eral leasing control over the bal- 
ance, 

Although numerous hearings 
have been held on state-sponsored 
bills to turn the marginal sea over 
to the states, today’s hearing 
marked the first time the Govern- 
ment measure has been given an 
airing. 

Blow to Compromisers. 

Truman’s position on the com- 
promise bills introduced with the 
support of oil companies and 
backed by many legislators from 
oil-producing states was unknown 
until Krug made his statement to- 
day. The announcement came as 
a decided setback to such legis- 
lators, including Speaker Sam Ray- 
burn of the House, a Texas Demo- 
crat who took the lead in a drive 
to work out a “compromise.” 

The compromise measures, in 
effect, would have overturned the 
Supreme Court decision in the 
California tidelands case and giv-. 
en the states and oil firms virtual- 
ly everything they have sought, 
while leaving the United States 
only nominal control over the sub- 
merged lands. 

“Let me make plain,” said Krug, 
“that I strongly oppose, and that 
the President has informed me he 
opposes, bills like S. 155 and S. 
‘1545, which are designed to trans- 
fer to the coastal states, as a 
gift, the immensely valuable rights 
which the people of all the United 
States have in the submerged 
lands and mineral resources of the 
centinental shelves. 

“This objection on my part, and 
on the part of the President, ex- 
tends with equal force to any pro- 
posed measure such as H. R. 5991, 
which would delegate to the coas- 
tal states the power to control and 
manage under state law the devel- 
opment of the oil and gas deposits 
in the submerged iands within the 
seaward boundaries of the coastal 
states.” 

Vetoed Bill in 1946. 

It had been known, of course, 
that Truman was irrevocably op- 
posed to the old quitclaim bill 
which would have forever re- 
nounced federal claims to the 
marginai sea, the President hav- 
ing vetoed that bill with a sting- 
ing message in 1946. After the 
Supreme Court ruled in favor of 
the Federal Government, early in 
1947, emphasis shifted in the Con- 
gress to “compromise” bills vocifer- 
ously supported by “state-righters” 
and the oil lobby. 

There had been much specula- 
tion that Truman might be willing 
to accept one, but Krug in refer- 
ring to events since the Supreme 
Court decision and the President’s 
veto of the quitclaim bill, de- 
clared: “The President has not 
changed his view during the inter- 
vening period.” 

Krug said it has been estimated

Three Admirals Top List. 

At the top of the list of wit- 
nesses will be the three admirals 
who the documents disclosed have 
backed Capt. John G. Crommelin 
in challenging the,unification pol- 
icies laid down by Secretary of 
the Navy Francis P. Matthews. 

They are Adm, Louis E. Den- 
feld, chief of naval operations; 
Adm. A. W. Radford, commander 
in chief of the Pacific Fleet, and 
V. Adm, Gerald F. Bogan, com- 
mander of the First Task Fleet in 
the Pacific. 

“In addition, we will hear any- 
body else that the Navy wishes 
to send up,” Arends said.

2. A warning by Adm, Bogan 
that Navy morale has dropped 
“almost to despondency” because 
of a widespread belief that the 
country is being “sold a false 
bill of goods.” 

3. A statement by Adm. Radford 
that a majority of officers in that 
fleet concur in Bogan’s views and 
also in those expressed by Naval 
Capt. Crommelin. 

Vinson noted that the statements 
were not official documents offi- 
cially released and said, too, that 
there was a possibility that propa- 
ganda on behalf of the Navy might 
have been the motive behind their 
publication. 

The three admirals, Vinson said, 
should be given an opportunity to 
“freely express what is on their 
minds, if they want to.” 

“They will be given that oppor- 
tunity,” he added. “If the na- 
tional security is endangered be- 
cause of what may be going on, 
we want to know about it and we 
want to know all there is to 
know.” : 
Johnson Won’t Hunt ‘Leak.’ 
Secretary of Defense Louis 
Johnson said he had no intention 
at this time of stepping into the 
search for the “leak” on the Navy 
letters.

It is 
the most extensive anti-aircraft 
system in the world, surpassing 
even that of England during the 
battle of Britain. 

The Russian system during 
World War II was tested when 
it proved sufficient to prevent a 
break-through of massed Ger- 
man bombers to Moscow and 
Stalingrad. It has been vastly 
improved during the postwar 
years. 

Closely tied to this system of 
AA guns, piloted rockets and 
fast jet fighters, placed at ad- 
vanced and _ scattered inter- 
ceptor fields, is the U.S.S.R.’s 
system of electronic defenses. 
While Russian radar develop 
ment is definitely known to be 
lagging far behind, it developed 
powerful jamming devices to re- 
duce the efficiency and effec- 
tiveness of attacking radar. 

The center of Russia’s elec- 
tronic defense net is the mys- 
terious Stalin transmitter, some- 
where in the Urals, the world’s 
most powerful radio transmit- 
ter. The recent large-scale jam- 
ming of the Voice of America 
programs to the U.S.S.R. was 
recognized by military experts 
as a dress rehearsal for the So- 
viet Union’s electronic defenses 
against more tangible attacks 
by long-range planes’ which 
might have the A-bomb in their 
bomb-bays.

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Union leaders met again this 
afternoon with Guy A. Thompson, 
trustee of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad, in a further effort to 
settle the strike of 5000 operating 
employes. Today was the twenty- 


sixth day of the strike. 

An offer by the union leaders 
to end the walkout immediately, 
if the railroad would agree to pay 
192 wage claims, after 14 other 
claims were dropped and 76 with- 
drawn conditionally, was rejected 
flatly last night by Thompson. 

A few hours earlier, union lead- 
ers had rejected Thompson’s latest 
offer—that all 282 claims be sub- 
mitted to three referees, whose de- 
cisions would bind the railroad but 
not the unions. That offer was 
conditional on the unions ending 
the strike immediately. 

In their letter to Thompson yes- 
terday, delivered by messenger 


late in the afternoon, the union 
leaders asked for further confer- 
ences, saying: 

“In view of the fact that you 
have to some extent modified your 
original position, it seems to us 
that conferences are necessary in 
order that we may discuss our 
counter-proposal for ending the 
strike.” 


Thompson “Astonished.” 


In rejecting the latest union | 


proposal, Thompson wrote: 

“I am astounded with the an- 
gswer of the four brotherhoods to 
my proposal of Sept. 30. I pro- 
posed that their claims that gave 
rise to the strike be submitted for 
hearing and decision to three ref- 
erees to be chosen as we should 
mutally agree, I to be bound by 
their decision on these claims, the 
brotherhoods not to be bound by 
their decision on any claims if it 
Was unacceptable to them, the 
strike to be terminated at once. 

“I do not believe that there is 
@ reasonable man or woman in 
the 10 states served by the Mis- 
souri Pacific who does not think 
that my proposal was wholly just, 
perhaps even generous. 


“Therefore, I had the right to 
believe that it would be accepted. 
But what did the brotherhood 
leaders say after three days of 
continuous deliberation? While 
thousands were suffering, they re- 
sponded in effect: ‘If you will pay 
as we demand all save 14 of our 
claims, we will terminate the 
strike.’ 

“Unacceptable Conditions.” 

“They submitted a list of 91 of 
their 282 claims and offered to 
withdraw 14 that are inconsequen- 
tial, involving less than one half 
of 1 per cent of the total money 
involved, and 77 on conditions that 
are entirely unacceptable. 

“They say that if I pay these 
77 claims on the conditions pre- 
scribed and pay the remaining 191 
claims as they demand, they will 
terminate the strike. These 191 
claims are of major importance 
and, if conceded, would cost, as 
my officers have estimated, in ex- 
cess of $7,000,000; also new, un- 
necessary equipment that would 
cost $4,300,000 and add to the op- 
erating costs of the railroad $3,- 
400,000 annually. 


“To me this smacks of callous 
disregard for those who are suf- 
fering from this cruel, wicked and 
indefensible strike.” 

Brotherhood’s Reply. 

Roy E. Davidson, spokesman 
for the four brotherhoods, replied: 
“Thompson is still using those ex- 
aggerated figures on the cost of 
the claims. All that he says in 
that statement is that uncondi- 
tional surrender by the unions is 
the only thing that will suit him. 

“He must pay some of those 
cases before the strike will be 
called off. The only reason for 
the strike in the first place was 
that the Missouri Pacific just 
wouldn’t pay any of the claims. 

“If Thompson thinks we'll go 
back to work first and then nego- 
tiate the claims, he’s mistakén. 
There are cases in that docket of 
282 that we can discuss—he knows 
that. But he still will not sit down 
and negotiate any cases unless 
the strike is called off. 

“He said last Friday that if we 
call off the strike, he'll negotiate 
from ‘now on. I said, ‘That’s just 
what we're afraid of, in the light 
of past experience.’ 

“Thompson doesn’t want to talk 
to us. He wants to sit over there 
and demand unconditional sur- 
render. We haven't yet received 
his latest reply. That statement 
about ‘callous disregard for those 
suffering’ from the strike could 
be directed at himself.” 

Davidson and three other vice 
presidents of the unions, R. V. 
Laverty, E. B. Boggs and J. H. 
Rodgers, wrote to Thompson: 

“Our proposal, for the immedi- 
ate termination of the strike, is 
that the cases in the docket not 
listed in the attached memo be 
paid or settled on the basis 
claimed. As to those cases listed 
in the attached memo, which, it 
will be noted, are a compromise 
of certain cases and outright with- 
drawal of others, we are willing 
to settle on the compromise basis 
as indicated.”

OPENING STATEMENTS 
AT TRIAL OF BAYLESS 


Accused of Killing Woman 
in Park. 


Opening statements of prosecut-

State Agencies on 
Army Proposal for 2 


Big Reservoirs. 


By BOYD F. CARROLL 
Jefferson City Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 4 — 
Adoption of a state policy on 
plans of Army Engineers to con- 
truct two high dams for flood 
control on the scenic Current 
river, in southeat Missouri, will 
be discussed in a meeting here 
this afternoon of interested state 
agencies, called by Gov Forrest 

Smith. 

The Governor said he had called 
the meeting to determine the of- 
ficial position of the state on the 
proposals, after receiving numer- 
ous protests from sportsmen and 
Others, who contend the dams Will 
destroy miles of the Current river 
valley and destroy some of the 
state’s picturesque large springs. 

A representative of the state 
will be sent to a hearing to be 
conducted by the Army Engineers 
on the proposal at Newport, Ark., 
on Oct. 12, Smith said. 

While the official policy of the 
state has not been determined, 
Smith indicated he did not favor 
construction of the high dams. 

“The damage that will result 
will be much greater than the 
benefits,” he said today. 

“They hardly ever have serious 
floods on the”Current river. The 
water that goes down the Cur- 
rent does not have much effect 
on lower streams. There is no 
emergency on solving a situation 
down in Arkansas.” 

The Governor recalled that the 
House of the 1949 Legislature 
adopted a resolution in June, urg- 
ing substitution of a scientific pro- 
gram of flood control through 
soil conservation on the uplands 
and construction of small dams 
on tributary streams, for the high 
dams on major streams proposed 
by the Army Engineers. 

The resolution called on Con- 
gress to adopt the principles of 
such a flood control program in- 
stead of appropriating large sums 
for construction of high dams on 
major streams. 

One of the high dams proposed 
by the Army Engineers for the 
Current would be built about two 
miles above Doniphan, Mo, It 
would create an impounding reser- 
voir extending upstream to a 
point near Big Spring State Park, 
near Van Buren. Opponents con- 
tend the pool, at flood stage, 
would inundate the famous Big 
Spring, largest single spring in the 
United States. 

The other proposed dam Would 
be built at Blair Creek in Shannon 
county, and create impounding 
reservoirs on the upper Current 
and Jack’s Fork. This project

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MO. PAC. STRIKE 
HELD RETARDING 
FACTOR IN AREA 


Shorter Cotton Crop Also 
Causing Lag in Dis- 
trict’s Economy, Re- 
serve Bank Reports. 


The Missouri Pacific railroad 
strike appears to be one of two 
principal factors causing the econ- 
omy of this region to lag behind 
that of the nation as a whole, the 
Federal Reserve Bank of St. Louis 
said in its “Monthly Review” made 
public today. 


The other factor retarding re- 
covery in the district, which in- 
cludes all or parts of Missouri, 
Arkansas, Illinois, Indiana, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and Mississippi, 
is the relatively short cotton crop 
expected in the southern portion 
of the bank’s region. 

Nationally, the economy early 
in last month and in August con- 
tinued to show signs of recovery 
from the midyear low, the report 
noted, and prospects for a stable 
fourth quarter are encouraging. 
In this region, however, the bank 
said the strike and poor cotton 
prospects apparently were offset- 
ting other factors of economic 
strength. 

Recovery Factors. 
Economic recovery, which began 
nationally in the third quarter of 
this year, is being pushed by non- 
seasonal, as well as seasonal 
forces, the report said. It report- 
ed, for example, that “the appar- 
ent resumption of inventory buy- 
ing to rebuild depleted stocks is 
providing a considerable amount 
of upward pressure on the level 
of operations in a number of in- 
dustries.” 


The report, dealing generally 
with district conditions in August, 
said unemployment declined in 
that month for the first time since 
March. Largely seasonal, the de- 
crease was the first of any size 
since last October and reflected 
the withdrawal of ’teen-age and 
college-age persons from the labor 
market. 

“In the five major district cities 
—St. Louis, Memphis, Louisville, 
Little Rock and Evansville—non- 
agricultural employment increased 
slightly in August,” the bank re- 
ported, “after remaining fairly 
stable between June and July.” 
Unfavorable weather and in- 
creased weevil infestation have 
resulted in prospects that the 
cotton crop in the district will be 
25 per cent smaller than that of 
1948, the report asid. 

In Mississippi, it continued, the 
crop was expected to be 38 per 
cent less and the lint yield per 
acre 42 per cent less than last 
year. Production in Arkansas was 
estimated at 1,600,000 bales, a fall 
of 382,000 bales from the 1948 
figure. This is a reduction of 19 
per cent in production and 25 per 
cent in yield. 


Industrial Activity Up. 


Industrial activity in the district 
in August was at a slightly higher 
level than in July, the report 
showed, with the increase re- 
flecting in part the longer 
work month in August as well 
as some seasonal factors. Total 
electric power consumption by in- 
dustries in the district’s leading 
manufacturing centers, including 
St. Louis, reached a peak for the 
year. This represented a 1 per 
cent rise over a year ago. 

The basic steel industry in the 
St. Louis area in August operated 
at 71 per cent of capacity, which 
was three points above the rate 
of a year ago, it said. Shoe output 
in the district, preliminary re- 
ports indicate, will exceed that of 
August 1948, it was said, with 
several firms reporting record pro- 
duction for that month. 

“St. Louis stores reporting sales 
by departments,” the report said, 
“show few increases relative to 
last August in any departments. 
Those increases which did occur 
were largely in the minor depart- 
ments. Television sales volume 
again showed the largest percent- 
age gain, totaling almost six times 
the volume of last year.” 


BRITISH GENERAL 
REPORTS RUSSIA 
WEAK MILITARILY

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4 (AP) — 
A British general who served in 
Moscow said yesterday that Rus- 
sia is very weak militarily and the 


chances are “extremely small” of 
war with the United States before 


1954. 

But “we've got to be prepared,” 
warned the military expert, Lt. 
Gen. Sir Giffard Martel, former 
head of the British military mis- 
sion to Russia. 

Western defense is moving fast 
enough in the air and on the sea, 
Martel said, but something like 20 
first-class divisions must made 
ready. 

“Then we can do something in 
Europe,” he said. “At the present 
moment we've got practically 
nothing at all.” 

He expressed his views in a 
copyrighted interview in U. S. 
News and World Report, weekly 
news magazine.

Oct. 4 (AP) — It’s 
against the law now to break out 
of jail or run from the custody of 
a policeman in Denver. Until last 
night there was no punishment 
for breaking away from officers. 
City council adopted an ordinance 
providing a penalty of 90 days in 
jail and a $300 fine or both for the 
offense.

AIRPLANE MURDER 
DEFENDANT GETS 
HEARINGIN QUEBEC 


Jeweler Shows No Inter- 
est as Witnesses Tell of 
Events Leading to 
Deaths of 23. 


QUEBEC, Oct. 4 (AP)—A Que- 
bec jeweler charged with killing 
his wife by having a time bomb 
planted on a plane, sat in court 
todcy showing little interest in 
proceedings as the prosecution 
produced witnesses against him. 
The defendant is J. Albert Guay, 
32 years old. He is accused of 
murdering his wife, Rita, who 
died with 22 others aboard an ex- 
plosion-torn Canadian Pacific Air- 
ways (C.P.A.) plane which crashed 
Sept. 9 at Sault au Cochon, near 
this city. The casualty list in- 
cluded three top executives of 
the Kennecott Copper Corp. 

The first witness at the prelimi- 
nary hearing was Frank Hartley 
of Montreal, in charge of C.P.A. 
maintenance for the Quebec dis- 
trict. Hartley, questioned by 
Prosecutor Noel Dorion, said that 
to his knowledge everything was 
in order when the twin-engine 28- 
passenger plane took off from 
Montreal on its ill-fated flight. 

While Hartley spoke, Guay sat 
in the dock. He did not appear in- 
terested in the testimony. 

Lucille Levesque, an airline of- 
fice attendant, testified that Guay 
bought a $10,000 insurance policy 
on the life of his wife, three days 
before she was killed. He paid 50 
cents for it. 

On the day of the plane crash, 
Miss Levesque said, Guay accom- 
panied by his daughter asked 
nervously about the crash and 
then the two sat down and wept. 

Police charge Guay placed a 
dynamite time bomb on the plane 
set to explode shortly after it took

Arthur Pitre, bought dynamite for 
Guay and, on the day of the crash, 
went to the airport with a pack- 
age for Mrs. Guay’s plane, The 
police say the package contained 
the bomb which exploded when 
the plane was in flight. Mrs. Pitre 
says she thought it held a statue. 
Mrs. Pitre, police said, took an 
overdose of sleeping tablets when 
Guay told her police were on her 
trail. She has been charged with 
attempting suicide. 

Except for those against Guay 
and Mrs. Pitre, no other charges 
have been filed in connection with 
the case.

CZECHS RENOUNCE TREATY 


EXPEL ENVOY 


Prague Charges Embassy Staff With Spying 
— Sixth Soviet Bloc Nation 
to Break Pact. 


PRAGUE, Oct. 4 (AP)—Czecho- 
slovakia’s Communist Government 
scrapped its friendship pact with 
Yugoslavia today and demanded 
that the Yugoslav Ambassador to 
Prague be recalled immediately. 

There was no immediate indica- 
tion that the demand for the re- 
call of Ambassador Marijan Stili- 
novic meant a final break in 
steadily worsening diplomatic re- 
lations between the two countries. 

The announcement, read over 
Prague radio, said the Czech gov- 
ernment considered the Ambassa- 
dor’s presence in Prague as un- 
desirable, accusing his embassy 
staff of including spies linked 
with an unnamed western power.

NE of the principal tasks of the State Highway Department 


under its present program for 


the next 10 years is rehabilitation 


of the 68 per cent of the 8343-mile “major road” system which 
needs repair, reconstruction and modernization in type. 


This particular job of bringing 
the major system up to acceptable 
standards under present traffic 
conditions, has been estimated to 
cost $256,000,000 over 10 years. 

In the same period the depart- 


$24,000,000 to $25,000,000 a year for 
the state. ° 

The Highway Advisory Commit- 
tee appointed last January by 
Gov, Forrest Smith, at the sugges- 
tion of various road groups to 


ment expects to be in a position 
to carry on construction of $65,- 
180,000 in supplementary highways 
and build $47,970,000 in urban 
highways, traffic relief roads and 
other construction in the vicinity 
of cities. 

A flaw in this picture is that 
estimated road revenues for con- 
struction for the 10 years, with- 
out any tax increase, will fall 
about $124,000,000 short of the 
estimated $369,150,000 required. 

Rehabilitation Needed. 

Rehabilitation of the major sys- 
tem, which includes the higher 
type roads in the entire st.‘e-built 
system of nearly 18,000 miles, is 
regarded as a necessary step to 
place the major rodds in proper 
condition and to prevent mainte- 
nance costs, which now eat up 33 
cents of the state’s road dollar, 
from climbing higher. 

This major system program in- 
cludes construction of 263 miles 
of four-lane road and 44 miles of 
dual (four lane divided) roads; re- 
surfacing of 369 miles of 18-foot 
concrete roads and widening of 
385 miles of 18-foot concrete. The 
new widths will vary from 20 to 
24 feet. 

Also included is 594 miles of re- 
location of concrete highways to 
eliminate dangerous curves, cor- 
rect alignments, eliminate obso- 
lescence and reduce grades. The 
plan calls for similar relocation of 
462 miles of blacktop roads, re- 
construction of 221 miles of black- 
top as concrete, conversion of 733 
miles of gravel road to blacktop 
and resurfacing of 2605 miles of 
blacktop. These _ rehabilitation 
projects total 5676 miles. 

The department now is carrying 
' @n construction of supplementary 
roads at the rate of about $8,- 
000,000 a year, of which half is 
state money and og Soe gn aid. 


0 ; 

No definite goal in mileage of 
supplementary roads has been set 
for the 10-year period, it was 
said. “It is a question of doing 
as much as possible with the 
money available,” a department 
official said. 

State road revenue, before re- 
funds of gasoline tax on gaso- 
line not used on highways (such 
as in farm tractors) now totals 
about $35,000,000 a year, it was 
gaid. 

Out of this comes $11,000,000 to 
$12,000,000 for maintenance, $8,- 
000,000 to $8,500,000 a year for 
state road bond retirement and 
interest, $1,167,000 for department 
administration, $1,500,000 to $2,- 
000,000 a year for gasoline tax 
refunds $2,041,000 for * operating 
costs of the State Highway Pa- 
. trol, and about $1,200,000 for vari- 
ous state departments as the cost 
of services performed for the 
Highway Department. 

This leaves a net of around 
$8,500,000 a year of unobligated 
state money for road construction 
it was said. Virtually all of this 
is available for matching Federal 


U. S. Aid Allowances. 

The current Federal aid law al- 
lows the state up to $12,750,000 
a year, if matched with state 
funds. While the department has 
only about $8,500,000. of unobli- 
gated current revenue a year, it 
has succeeded in matching Fed- 
eral aid through a backlog of 
$18,500,000 built up through the 
war years of restricted construc- 
tion, up to 1946, it was said. 
This backlog will have been vir- 
tually depleted, for matching pur- 
poses, by July 1, 1950. 

While the state may not be able 
to match all of the federal aid 
available for 1950 and 1951, it will 
be permitted to build up funds up 
to 1958,.to take care of the match- 
ing of the 1950 and 1951 grants.

To Provide Funds. 


The committee recommendation 
was to provide necessary funds, 
through the increase, to meet re- 
quirements of the state highway 
system and to add to that system 
15,000 miles of supplementary 
or farm-to-market roads, in a 10- 
year period. Smith said he would 
support the recommendations. 

The gasoline tax bill which the 
Governor caused to be introduced 
in the Legislature followed those 
recommendations. It struck a 
snag in the House Committee on 
Highways. The Governor later 
acceded to demands of the farm 
lobby and political county courts 
interested in having local roads 
built at the expense of the state. 

A substitute bill, which was 
Passed by the Legislature and 
signed by Smith, retains the 2- 
cent gasoline tax increase, but at- 
tempts to earmark 1 cent of the 
increase for the construction and 
maintenance of local county roads 
largely by the county courts under 
the supervision and direction of 
the State Highway Commission. 

The other 1 cent of increase 
would go to the Highway Depart- 
ment for the state system. Under 
constitutional provisions the allo- 
cation of all state road funds 
rests solely in the hands of the 
Highway Commission, subject to 
certain limitations. 


Would Get $8,000,000. 

It has been estimated that the 
Governor’s bill, if it survives a 
referendum and becomes law 
would provide $8,000,000 to $9,000,- 

a year for construction of the 
local low-type roads in the coun- 
ties. The state has about 45,000 
Miles of local dirt roads, aside 
from county built local roads. 

A Senate amendment to Smith’s 
bill, designed to eliminate gasoline 
tax exemptions, has created doubt 


whether the present tax refunds to 


farmers, for gasoline reported not 
used on highways, will be retained. 
Opponents have attacked the bill 
as unconstitutional. They contend 
it invades constitutional powers of 
the Highway Commission in ad- 
ministration of highway funds. It 
is charged the bill ignores the 
needs of the cities, whose car 
owners pay about 70 per cent of 
the gasoline tax, and that the pro- 
posed distribution of revenue is in- 
equitable. The bill would give 
priority to mud roads instead of 
highways of greatest use, oppo- 
nents claim. 

The opponents also charge the 
bill is ambiguous, “too long and 
poorly written.” Its 12-page title 
contains only one sentence, 3630 
words in length. 


No Official Estimate. 

No official estimate has been 
made so far as to how many miles 
of country roads could be built 
under Governor’s bill, if it goes 
into effect. 

If the Smith bill becomes a law, 
the Highway Department would 
gain the revenue from 1 cent of 
the gasoline tax increase, or 
$8,000,000 to $9,000,000 a year. 

This additional revenue appar- 
ently would not meet all of the 
department’s needs. 

An estimate given to the Gover- 
nor’s advisory committee by the 
Highway Department on the effect 
of a i-cent gasoline tax increase 
on its operations, in 10 years, 
showed the department would be 
able in that period to build, $65,- 
180,000 in supplementary roads and 
$47,970,000 in urban roads, the 
same totals as under the existing 
revenues. But, according to the 
estimate, it would fall about $20,- 
000,000 short of carrying out the 
$256,000,000 job of rehabilitating 


the major system.

Business Outlook 


Steel and Coal Strikes, if Prolonged, Could 
Cripple Business Upturn — Dangerous 
Recession Possible.

NEW YORK, Oct. 4 (AP). 


HE nation’s inventory boomlet runs smack into a shriveling Diast 
The combined steel and coal strikes — and settling one 
wouldn't do much good without settling the other, too — could 


bring the pleasant little recovery of the late summer to a full stop. 


There is reason to think, how- 
ever, that most sections of in- 
dustry won't be really crippled b; 
the strikes for about a month. 
Some think management is count- 
ing on that—counting on the first 
month’s cost of the strikes not be- 
ing as great as some of the esti- 
mates now being aired. After 
that the costs will mount in geo- 
metrical proportion. 

If prolonged, the strikes could 
change what has been an orderly 
retreat from inflation, with its 
fairly gentle ups and downs, into 
a real recession, perhaps a dan- 
gerous one. 

Merchants Feel Strikes. 

First to feel the effects of the 
coal and steel work stoppages are 
the retail merchants and the rail- 
roads servicing the _ industrial 
areas. Strikers aren’t free-spend- 
ing customers by any means. Idle 
steel mills don’t require long 
trainloads of raw materials, nor 
do they ship out trainloads of fin- 
ished products. Railroads who 
laid off men because the coal 
trains “‘weren’t moving now are 
talking about laying off more be- 
cause the steel mil] chimheys are 
cold. 

This can grow, as each user of 
steel and coal runs out of one 
or the other. In time, of course, 
all the users of steel could close 
down. It has been pointed out 
that the steel industry and its 
customers pay 40 per cent of all 
the wages earned in manufactur- 
ing. A few of the biggest are: 
Autos, construction, shipbuilding, 
home appliances and a host of 
general manufacturers. 


Effect of Many Shutdowns. 


Supposing that in time all of 
these factories closed, you can see 
what that loss of payroll could 
do to the nation’s merchants. You 
can see what it would do to the 
earnings of industry. And what 
it would do to tax collections. 

But as to the two industries 
themselves, neither seems in dan- 
ger of losing too much just now 
by work stoppages. 

The coal digging slowdown and 
stoppage came when there was a 
surplus of coal on top of _the 
ground. It was originally billed 
as an attempt to reduce these 
stockpiles. The nation is sup- 
posed to have better than a 
month’s supply of coal on hand. 
If the strike ends in a month, the 
chief loser would be the coal 
miner who didn’t get paid while 


whcse sales dropped away to lit- 
tle or nothing. 

Steel mills in the nation began 
closing down furnaces in June at 
a fast rate for lack of orders. The 
incustry’s average for steel pro- 
duction in July was just 70 per 
cent of capacity — just a few 
months before it had been oper- 
ating at full capacity. 


Stocks of Steel Laid In. . 


Before the end of July steel pro- 
duction picked up. ° Strike talk 
was in the air. Worried custom- 
ers began building up inventories 
of steel. Postponements of the 
strike gave the steel companies 75 
days to step up their production 
to 85 per cent of capacity or better. 
The delays gave steel users time 
to lay in stocks of steel. 


Supposing the strike lasts no 
more than a month, some observ- 
ers think most steel companies 
could still run close to capacity in 
November and December, tack- 
ling orders that pile up during 
Octodber, and still produce abcut 
as much steel for the fourth quar- 
ter as they might have at a re- 
duced and more leisurely rate for 
the three months. 

It is this lack of real urgency 
that makes settlement of the is- 
sues hard to get right now. Not 
since 1946, when the industry 
wasn’t quite sure when to expect 
the postwar letdown, has it been 
so hard to get management to 
back down and compromise its 
principles. In 1946, the costs of 
the steel strike were cut almust in 
half, on paper, by tax credits and 
reserves set aside by the coim- 
panies out of wartime earnings. 


But the costs of the strikes 
should not be minimized. Coal 
workers are said to be losing $5,- 
500,000 a day in pay, steel work- 
ers more than $6,000,000 a day. 
Steel executives estimate that the 
cost of maintaining strike-idle 
mills will run more than $1,000,- 
000 a day. The Pennsylvania 
Railroad says the steel strike 
might mean the loss of $10,000,000 
in October in iron, coal and steel 
freight shipments. 

With the summer boomlet based 
largely on the foundation of 
building up depleted inventories, 
and considerable doubt already 
expressed as to its real strength, 
the shutdown in steel and coal 
can mean its early demise. Un- 
less both strikes are settled this 
month, some observers think the 
dangerous recession so many 
feared last spring may materialize

POWERFUL attempt to re-

as official Republican doctrine 
has been going on for some time. 
The opportunity was provided by 
the 1950 Senatorial contests in the 
two key states of Ohio and Iili- 
nois. And ever since they began 
their campaigns, Senator Robert 
A. Taft and Representative Ever- 
ett Dirksen have been seeking to 
make the Ohio and Illinois elec- 
tions into eye-catching proofs of 
isolationism’s reviving appeal to 
the voters. 

The case of Representative 
Dirksen is not especially signifi- 
cant, unless the essential squalor 
of political human nature hap- 
pens to excite morbid interests. In 
brief, Dirksen was a fervent con- 
vert to the internationalism of 
Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg pf 
Michigan until just about the 
time when he was tempted to seek 
the Illinois Senate seat now occu- 
pied by Majority Leader Scott 
Lucas. 

Col. McCormick Enters Picture. 

Unfortunately, the internation- 
alism of Senator Vandenberg is 
no better than the foreign policy 
of Benedict Arnold in the eyes 
of Col. Robert R. McCormick, edi- 
tor of the Chicago Tribune. The 
Colonel owns a controlling in- 
terest in the Illinois Republican 
party. And by some peculiar 
magic, the straying Dirksen saw 
the error of his ways, and opened 
his senatorial campaign on a 
blatantly isolationist note, with 
the Colonel’s benign blessing. It 
remains to be seen how much 
good this will do Dirksen, whose 
appeal to the Illinois independent 
vote largely lay in his reputation 
for not belonging to Col. McCor- 
mick. 

Senator Taft, on the other hand, 
is a man of conviction as well 
as a politician. Being a man of 
conviction, he never has more 
than briefly wavered in his iso- 
lationism. And as a politician, 
he evidently has calculated that 
it would be good campaign tac- 
tics to change the venue, as it 
were, from the Taft-Hartley Act 
and other domestic issues. Hence, 
Taft has been stressing his oppo- 
sition to the bipartisan foreign 
policy with special fervor and in- 
tensity, in almost all his opening 
speeches to the Ohio voters. 

Until 10 days ago, Senator 
Taft’s campaign strategy was 
considered very smart politics in- 
deed by most of the political

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“The Homeless and Disheartened” 


Many an American must feel that he has come 
almost to know Europe’s displaced persons. 
Much certainly has been written about the Jews 
who were made homeless by Hitler, and about 
the Balts who were made homeless by Stalin. 
But the DP camps in Germany still are full, 
even though some have found new homes in 
Australia, Canada, Israel and America. 

These are by no means Europe’s only refugees. 
The Pope’s little speech to a group of visiting 
Congressman reminds us of this. Almost every 
German community is trying to provide for an 
influx of expellees, people of German origin 
who have been forced out of their homes in 
Eastern Europe, Also homeless are thousands 
of White Russians, Ukranians, Poles, Czechs and 
others unwilling to face fate on the other side of 
the Iron Curtain. 

Asia also has its legions of the homeless. 
There are the Arabs who were dispossessed by 
the fighting for Palestine. Other hundreds of 
thousands were dislocated by the division of 
India and Pakistan.. A harsh regime is forcing 
Indians and natives out of South Africa. Indeed, 
even British settlers are leaving that country. 

Sometimes it seems that new and weak guv- 
ernments like those of Israel and India are more 
concerned than Washington about this whole- 
sale suffering and contempt for human dignity. 
It is. true, as the Pope told the Congressmen, 
that “an immense treasure of good will and en- 
lightened, if at times faltering, social effort al- 
ready has been dedicated to the provision of 


decent homes and employment for this legion of 
the homeless and disheartened.” 

But we have done less than our share. Our 
House of Representatives has passed liberalized 
DP legislation. But the measure has not yet 
been adopted by the Senate. So far, that body 
has not broken the blockade maintained by one 
committee chairman, Senator McCarran of 
Nevada. Perhaps it will do so while he is hob- 
nobbing with Franco in Spain.

In Patriotism’s Name 

The attacks on tried and trusted public serv- 
ants in Congress would be as disheartening as 
they are disgusting were it not for the ringing 
reaffirmations of democratic faith which they 
produce. : 

Such a case, of course; was that of David Lil- 
ienthal when his appointment as chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commission was before the 
Senate. And a curient case is that of Leland 
Olds whose reappointment to the Federal Power 
Commission is opposed by a Senate subcom- 
mittee. 

Since Mr. Olds has served two five-year terms 
with distinction, it might seem that his con- 
firmation ought to be a matter of routine. But 
a Texas Congressman, Representative I.yle, has 
pulled some quotations out of the context in 
which Mr. Olds wrote them more than 20 years 
ago. He has now used them to impugn the 
man’s loyalty. 

Mr. Olds was able to deny flatly Lyle’s “funda- 
mental” exhibit’ against him, and to seriously 
question its origin. But he admitted freely that 
he did some “radical” writing ‘because I be- 
lieved that radical. writing was needed in the 
‘golden ’20s’ to shock the American people, and 
fempioe gio labor, out of the social and political 
ethargy resulting from the get-rich-quick fever 
of speculation which covered a sick capitalism 
with a glow of health.” 

If that kind of radicalism be treason, how 
many traitors the American people honor as 
heroes! A nation which still sets store by the 
admonitions of a Jackson and a Lincoln should 
be well satisfied to have in its employ this man 
who told his investigators: 


I believe that we in America are engaged 
in the development of a new order within 
the framework and spirit and intent of the 
great American Constitution. 


I believe that the most serious threat to 
our institutions comes from those who refuse 
to face the need for change to adjust 
worthy institutions to the changing times. 


I believe that we must preserve the 
American ideal of economic as well as po- 
litical democracy against the abuses arising 
from concentration of economic power with 
its destruction of free enterprise. 


I agree with Thomas Jefferson that “wide- 
spread poverty and concentrated wealth 
cannot long endure side by side with 
democracy.” 

These sentences are in the best American 
tradition. They make it quite clear that nobody 
can be seriously concerned about the patriotism 
of Leland Olds. But there is concern on the 
part of certain powerful gas and oil interests 
about his attitude toward their efforts to escape 
reasonable federal regulation. As now consti- 
tuted, the Federal Power Commission is rather 
evenly divided between those who are inclined 
to go along with the gas and oil lobbyists and 
those who insist on passing judgment according 
to the public interest. Mr. Olds’ vote would be 
the one to shift the balance in the public favor. 

Of course, that could not very well be urged 
against his confirmation. The powers which 
fear Mr. Olds would be as well served if he 
were pushed out of his job in the high name of 
patriotism. 
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Chinese Conundrum 


Russia’s recognition of the Communist Chinese 
Government is forcing the hand of the British, 
who have heavy investments in China; and the 
pressure on the British is in turn being felt by 
the United States. 

Soon, it seems, this Government will have to 
make up its mind about one of the toughest 
questions in the whole China mess. Shall it 
recognize Mao Tse-tung’s Government in Pei- 
ping, thus cutting the last tie with the National- 
ist Government of Chiang Kai-shek in Formosa? 
Or shall it refuse to recognize the Communist 
Government and work with Chiang and scat- 
tered warlords and anyone else who is opposing 
the Communists and striving to restore a non- 
Communist order? 

So far the United States has been able, since 
the Communists came into the ascendancy, to 
occupy an ambiguous position, though uneasily. 
Russia’s recognition of the Peiping Government 
tends to force this country to move to one side 
or the other. Washington cannot honestly rec- 
ognize the Communists and continue to work 
against them, too. 

If the decision is made to recognize, all the 
overt anti-Communist forces in China will be 
weakened. If the decision is made not to recog- 
nize, the United States will be losing whatever 
chance it might have to deflect the course of the 
Chinese revolution from Russia to the west. So 
mixed have all the possible choices become in 
China that the only thing that can be said with 
certainty of any decision is, 


You never can tell till you've tried it, 
And then you are like to be wrong. 
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Unnecessary and Insufficient 

The road program which has been the pride 
of Missouri is in serious trouble now for lack of 
reyenue. Boyd F. Carroll reports that defeat of 
the Smith bill, doubling the present 2-cents-a- 
gallon gas tax, would delay expansion of the 
highway program. Yet the bill deserves defeat. 

Nobody can deny thaw Missouri needs more 
road money. Its 2-cent tax is the lowest in the 
nation, and is less than half the average state 
levy on gasoline. But Gov. Smith’s leadership 
in this issue has been tragic. He decided on 
political compromise with a good roads measure 
proposed by his citizens’ committee. 

This committee, led by former Gov. Stark, 
suggested a 4-cent tax with all the revenue 
going to the Highway Commission. The money 
would have been sufficient for a 10-year pro- 
gram including construction of new highways, 
badly needed repair of.old roads, and addition 
of 15,000 miles of first-quality rural roads. 

Instead of that, the Smith compromise would 
give only 3 cents to the Highway Commission, 
and 1 cent to rural roads, Commission engi- 
neers estimated that the revenue would fall

The Harvest of a Great Editor’s Fighting Years 


Extracts from the Writings of the Late Oswald Garrison Villard 


Oswald Garrison Villard, whose funeral 
was held today, was a vigorous writer, a 
close observer of humankind and a great 
champion of liberty, but in particular he 
was an editor. The press was his weapon 
in a long struggle for liberal causes and 


to it he devoted one of his last books, “The 


Disappearing Daily’ (Alfred A. Knopf, 
1944). There he looked upon the future of 
his profession: 

American journalism of the first half of 
the nineteenth century was crude, narrow, 
and perhaps entirely too self-centered, but 
its freedom was boundless, its open ave- 
nues vistas of patriotic usefulness which 
no republic ought to be without. The cry 
of today that the period of the great edi- 
tors is gone is directly connected with the 
commercialization of the press and its 
domination by the owners for whom the 
editors are but hired men. 

Greeley, Garrison, Bowen, Godkin, 
Bowles, and others, the journalists who 
have profoundly stirred the conscience of 
America, either owned their own journals 
or were given complete freedom of ex- 
pression. That they were also profoundly 
engrossed in moral causes helps to explain 
their power. 


Duty of the Press 


With the world in the mess that it is 
in today, it is obvious that the need of 
moral leadership in the press was never 
greater, if only because of the extension 
of American influence in world affairs. 
Everyone is crying for a program of re- 
construction, moral issues through which 
to rebuild a broken-down society, guidance 
toward a world without fratricidal strife. 

As yet no man is in sight, no large 
enough prophet, no editor’ burning with 
Garrisonian vigor to lead the way, even if 
it were possible for such a man to com- 
mand the sums of money necessary to sup- 
port even the simplest. of weeklies. Nor 
can one today, however trenchant one’s 
Hen, be in a garret and expect to reach the 
conscience of a public by 90 millions larger 
than the America of Garrison and Lincoln 
and at least 200 years remote from them in 
its failure to comprehend and apply the 
basic principles of American liberty. 

Yet somehow the prophet of the future 
will make his message heard, if not by a 
daily, then by a weekly; if not by a weekly, 
then by pamphlieteering in the manner of 
Alexander Hamilton; if not by pamphlet- 
eering, then by speech in the market- 
place. However it shal] be, the truth must 
out. 


His Admiration for Norris 


Mr. Villard admired Senator George W. 
Norris of Nebraska as he admired few 
other Americans. His estimate in “Proph- 
ets True and False” (Knopf, 1928), in- 
cluded the following: 

Senator Norris seeks no medals, and no 
reward, save that of his own conscience. 
With him the fight’s the thing. 

Mr. Norris looks forward to going back 
to Nebraska in 1931, but not to rest. He 
wishes to lead in reforming our state gov- 
ernments now utterly outworn in form, 


governed by Lilliputian politicians for pri- - 


vate or party advantage, pretending to 
split on the lines of national issues—Re 


publicans against Democrats! 


Mr. Norris wishes to brush this all aside 


and to make over state governments at one 
swoop by creating a one-house legislature 
ef about 25 members to be elected, together 


with a small slate of officials, on a non- 
partisan ticket. He would consolidate or 
abolish many of the state officers and put 
all employes under civil service rules. 


No one can believe that this nation is 
likely to be wholly submerged by a crass 
materialism when men such as he can be 
produced to achieve great things by their 
simple bravery, the force of their unspotted 
characters. Here is one to offer a wreath 
of admiration and gratitude to him not 
after he is dead, but while he still lives and 
serves his fellowmen—the noblest Roman 
of them all. 

Mr. Villard’s political philosophy was 
developed from his close relation to the 
political scene, at home and abroad, during 
his years as editor of the New York Eve- 
ning Post and later of The Nation, which 
he owned, He stated his tenets clearly in 
“Fighting Years”: 

Unable to embrace either the Socialist or 
the Communist doctrines, I still felt that 
thereafter one must be either for or 
against the existing political order. I did 
not wish my children to live in a world 
managed politically as ours had been dur- 
ing the previous five years, I had lost any 
hope that the capitalist system would re- 
deem or reform itself, without, however, 

adopting any hard or 

fast creed, just cling- 

ing to my old-fash- 

ioned liberal doc- 

trines, modified by 

the new facts, the 

economic revolution. 

I realized fully the 

danger of my posi- 

m tion—that of falling 

between two stools. 

It had become plain 

to me that all the na- 

O. G. Villard tions of the world 
were drifting as steadily as a glacier, and 
as irresistibly, in the direction of greater 
control of business and private enterprise 
which cannot end before they have taken 


* over the public services and the basic in- 


dustries. 


I did turn to labor as the one great hope 
and I trust that I have never since failed 
in my advocacy of the economic enfran- 
chisement of the working classes. That 
that leadership will always be wise and 
just it would be preposterous to assume; I 
am only sure that it can never be worse 
than the political and economic leadership 
of the capitalist countries which I have 
observed at close range. 

In short, by 1919, I think that I had been 
emancipated from any merely smug liber- 
alism and social blindness due to the ease 
and luxury of my upbringing. Never yet, 
however, have I been won for a doctrine or 
a system that requires bloodshed to intro- 
duce it or to majntain it once it has been 
adopted. 

His fights: for eivil liberties and lost 
causes, from his student days at Harvard 
through the “cold, narrow, reactionary, un- 
inspiring, unenlightened” administration 
of Calvin Coolidge, fill his autobiography, 
“Fighting Years” (Harcourt, 1939.) 

I am convinced that if we could have a 
law requiring every duly elected President 


to spend his time between election and in- 


auguration not in parcéling out offices but 
among the millions of destitute black and 
white sharecroppers in the South, whose 
conditions of life horrify all foreign observ- 
ers, among the terrorized alien fruit pick- 


ers in California, the brutally ill-treated 
coal miners in Harlan county, Kentucky, or 
in West Virginia, or in the Negro slums of 
Harlem and Chicago, or among the shock- 
ingly ill-treated Mexicans in Texas and 
elsewhere, or among child laborers in those 
of our factories which still employ them, 
we would have vastly less buncombe and 
patriotic rodomontade in Washington and 
much more warmth of heart and efficiency 
in the White House. 


Time’s Revenge on Germany 


Mr. Villard was saddened by the mis- 
direction of German patriotism in 1914, 
and heartened to see Friedrich Ebert rise 
from the ruins of 1948. He warned against 
the coming of Hitler’s dictatorship. The 
end was in sight when he wrote “The Ger- 
man Phoeniz” (Harrison Smith ¢ Robert 
Haas, 1933), but he could still recall 
Ebert's emergence with warmth: 

That multitudes of (Germans) went to 
the front willingly in 1914 is true. Many 
were drugged by the great wave of patri- 
otic emotion which swept over Germany 
and made so many of the Socialist leaders 
mistakenly clasp hands with the Kaiser 
when the war came and thus earn the op- 
probrious title of “Kaiser-Socialists.” 

How incredibly perfect was time’s re- 
venge when Friedrich Ebert, the simple 
harnéss-maker, product of the trade-unions, 
took over the government of William the 
Conquered, he who had communed with 
God and knew that he ruled by Divine 
Right! Germany found itself anew. So 
Phoenix arose because one humble man, 
this Ebert, was ready to enter the palace 
on Wilhelmstrasse as if to the manner 
born. He, like Lincoln, had come from 
among the poor and humble. 


In the End, Rights Prevail 


Though disheartened by the world’s turn 
to a second great war, Mr. Villard found a 
striking contrast between wartime Eng- 
land and Nazi Germany where few had any 
enthusiasm for Hitler's madness. In an 
epilogue to “Within Germany” (Appleton- 
Century, 1940), he expressed his trust in 
the victory of justice: 

Goodby London! I shall take back to 
America an unforgettable picture of black- 
outs and sandbags, of trenches scarring 
the beautiful parks, and of balloons on 
guard, as exquisite when beneath blue skies 
as jewels in a rajah’s raiment. The majesty 
of London at night in darkness unparal- 
leled since the days of Shakespeare will 
always live with me, for then the mystery 
of the greatest of capitals is at its height. 

Destroy this city? Well may the Ger- 
mans pause, for this that looms so sombre 
and so vast is not England’s alone. This is 
the heritage of all who say that men shall 
be free. For him who lays violent hands 
upon it there will be forgiveness never. 


Goodby London! As long as I live there 
will be with me the quiet faces of those 
without uniforms, without titles, the plain 
people who must carry on; who have noth- 
ing—yet if they have sons everything—to 
lose; who must pay and pay and pay, for 
these are England—the England that must 
be made free of wars, free of fear, free of 
injustice—for them after the war must be 
built the England that is to come, better 
and finer than ever before. 

Goodby England! I go unafraid. For 
Justice, Humanity and the Right are stand- 
ing on your right hand. And to them Vic- 
tory will come in time. 
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Effects of the Steel Strike 


HE tragic consequences of the steel strike can hardly be exag- 


gerated. It may well mean the difference between a continued 

relatively high level of prosperity and a new dip toward reces- 
sion and, perhaps, depression. Beyond this, the shadow that it casts 
can darken the hopes for peace and security in the world.

Murxay_ Risks Disaster. 


There followed a meeting of the 
steelworkers’ executive council in 
Pittsburgh. For nearly five hours 
Murray talked to the top men rep- 
resenting the rank and file of the 
half million workers in the steel 
industry. In his quiet, soft-spoken 
voice with the Scottish burr, he 
pleaded with them. He said that 
it was essential to accept the 
board’s recommendations ~ »cause 
they have the force of public 
opinion behind them. 

The consensus finally was that 
they would go along with Phil, if 
that was what he wanted. From 
that moment, Murray knew that 
he could settle for nothing less 
than the full recommendation of 
the board. To take less would 
be to risk disintegration of the 
union. 

In the background was the 
looming figure of his enemy, John 

Lewis. Lewis had wrested 
from many of the same steel com- 
panies that have held out against 
the steel board’s recommendations 
a company-paid pension plan giv- 
ing retired United Mine Workers 
$100 a month. 


Lewis Boosts the Ante. 


If the plan wasn’t actuarially 
sound, as Lewis must have 
known that it wasn’t, then he 
could strike to boost the ante of 
20 cents a ton. That is what he 
is doing now. He has ordered part 
of the miners back to work with 
the arbitrary authority of a dic- 
tator. 

The miners remaining on strike 
are those who serve the steel in- 
dustry. So long as they refuse 
to mine the coal essential to steel, 
the strike of Murray’s union is 


It will be hard for Americans, 
every one of us certain to suffer 
from a prolonged conflict, to 
understand how such a tragedy 
could oceur. In a speech last 
week, Agnes Meyer pointed out 
how many employers, in the years 
when labor was scarce, had been 
willing and even eager to pay the 
cost of pensions and social secur- 
ity. Some of these same employ- 
ers had opposed a national old- 
age pension system providing ade- 
quate pensions for all on a fair 
and just basis. 


Tragedy Is Upon Us. 


But to give a minority of high- 
ly organized workers extra large 
pensions and insurance benefits, 
without any contribution from the 
workers themselves, is to create 
greater insecurity and frustration 
among those on the outside who 
have no such benefits. The re- 
sponse is immediate political pres- 
sure for radical proposals like the 
Townsend plan. 

But the steel board recommend- 
ed company-financed pensions, 
and the tragedy is upon us. In 
the White House there is the 
deepest gloom. The strike has 
come—and when and how it will 
end ng one in authority can fore- 
see—Just as the recent recession 
was ended and production was 
evening off at high levels. 

In the White House is a firm 
conviction that the executives of 
the steel companies wanted the 
strike, or, at any rate, the view is 
that they were not reluctant to 
see a showdown. The showdown. 
will compel the President to resort 
to the Taft-Hartley Act and there- 
fore the steel executives, all Re- 
publicans, will be able to say that 
the law so hated by the labor 
leaders was the only salvation in 
a national crisis. 


White House View. 


As viewed from the White 
House, the Taft-Hartley emer- 
gency provisions cannot be in- 
voked until there is a real and 
serious emergency. Presumably 
that would not be until the steel 
workers had been on strike for 
several weeks, by which time the 
automobile plants and probably 
the electrical manufacturing in- 
dustry would also be shut down. 

By that time, the damage to 
the economy would be done. Pro- 
duction and employment would 
begin to turn- downward. We 
should all of us soon feel the 
pinch. If that happens, and there 
seems every likelihood of it hap- 
pening, no amount of explaining 
by either side is going to make 
the average citizen understand 
why disaster was invited down 
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secondary in its effect.

SROADCAST PROBLEM 


FCC to Go Into Question of 
_ Special FM Frequencies 
Requested. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4 (AP)— 
The Federal C 
Commission is going to decide 
whether special radio frequencies 
for church broadcasts come within 
the Constitution. It announced 
yesterday that it would hear argu- 
ment Nov. 4 on the question and 
invited the comments of all inter- 
ested parties to be filed by Oct. 21. 

The FCC noted that a prime is- 
sue is involved in that it must de- 
termine if such a special assign- 
ment would violate the Constitu- 
tion’s first amendment forbidding 
governmental action looking to 
“establishment of religion.” 

The matter is before the com- 
mission on joint petitions of the 
radio commission of the Southern 
Baptist Convention and the execu- 
tive board of the Baptist General 
Convention of Texas. They are 
asking that a certain portion of 
the FM broadcasting band be set 
aside specifically for - religious 
broadcasting, using low power.

Discovery of a new and useful 
antibiotic drug like penicillin, de- 


spite the intensive research. in- 
volved, remains “largely a matter 
of luck,” Dr. Robert D. Coghill, 
leader in penicillin research, said 
last night as he received the 1949 


Midwest Award of the American 
Chemical Society’s St. Louis sec- 
tion. 

Production of a new antibiotic 
is almost a routine matter in the 
laboratory, he said, but to find 
one which is not only new but also 
useful—which will kill a disease 
germ or virus without also killing 
the patient—is “a horse of another 
color.” 

The award, a gold medallion 
conferred annually on a scientist 
of the region for “meritorious con- 
tribution to the advancement of 
pure or applied chemistry or 
chemical education,” was pre- 
sented to Dr. Coghill by Dr. Ferdi- 
nand B. Zienty of Monsanto Chem- 
ical Co,, chairman of the St. Louis 
section. Ceremonies were in 
Brown Hall, Washington Univer- 
sity, following a dinner at Forest 
Park Hotel.

‘ Emphasizing the element of 
luck in antibiotic research, the 
speaker pointed out that although 
200 antibiotics have been described 
so far, “and many more probably 
have been studied but not report- 
ec because of unfavorable prop- 
erties, only six have appeared on 
the market, and of these, two are 
of only limited use.” 

“Antibiotic research is very 
much like playing a slot ma- 
chine,” he continued, “where each 
new antibiotic at the discovery 
stage represents a coin. Each 
one may be the key to the jack- 
pot, but a lemon is the more usual 
reward. 

“Success in obtaining the jack- 
pot is more or less a function of 
how many times one pulls the 
lever. True, if he is lucky, he may 
cash in early in the game. If his 
luck is not so good, but he is per- 
sistent, the chances are that he 
will win.” 

Penicillin, because of its out- 
standing success, has rightfully 
been described as a “miracle 
drug,” he said. “But the chief 
miracle in connection with one or 
two 6f our currently used anti- 
biotics would be if they are still 
in use five years hence,” he added, 

Packaging and Distribution. 

He traced the steps necessary 
to determine properties, efficiency 
and toxicity‘of a new antibiotic, 
and described the difficult prob- 
lems of production, packaging and 
distribution. “Only when a drug 
is on the shelves of the pharmacy 
or hospital is it of use to any 
but a few fortunate patients,” he 
said. 

“We would not have penicillin 
today, for instance, had not the 
American pharmaceutical indus- 
try, with what help we could give 
them from ~*Peoria, overcome the 
tremendous production difficulties 
and developed methods which to- 
day are used all over the world.” 

In accepting the award. Dr. 
Coghill paid high tribute to his 
laboratory sub-heads and senior 
scientists. “If we deserve any 
credit at all,” he said, “it is for 
picking the right problems, seeing 
that they are properly financed 
and supported, and above all, 
picking the right men to do the 
work.”

‘It’s Too Late to 


Change Dates of 
Hunting Season 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4 (AP)— 
It’s too late to make any changes 
in migratory water fowl hunting 
regulations this year, says Under 
Secretary of the Interior Oscar L. 
Chapman. 

If the season dates for one state 
are changed, he said, it would only 
be fair that every state be given 
a similar opportunity to change. 

Chapman made the comments in 
a letter to Senate Lyndon Johnson 
(Dem.), Texas, explaining why he 


'is turning down a request by 
| sportsmen of that state that Texas 


duck hunting dates be changed. 

A similar reply has been sent to 
sportsmen in Mississippi. 

Chapman referred particularly, 
in his letter to Johnson, to a re- 
quest for a change in the Texas 
duck hunting season from pub- 
lisher Gene Howe of Amarillo. 

The Texas season set by federal 
regulations is Nov, 4-21 and Dec. 
21 to Jan. 7. Some Texas hunters 
wanted this changed to a straight 
45-day season starting Nov. 4. 

Certain Mississippi sportsmen 
asked a change in their hunting 
dates from the present declared 
season—from Nov. 18 to Dec. 27— 
to Nov. 29 to Jan. 7. 

Clarence Cottam, service assist- 
ant director, said all of the hunt- 
ing seasons were set up only after 
consultations and agreements with 
state game commissions. Once the 
federal regulations have been pub- 
lished and circulated around, he 
said, it would only add to the 
general confusion to grant season 
changes.

7 Foreign 
Clubs Plan 
U.S. Trips

Looking forward to an im- 
portant season in soccer, both 
within and outside the boundaries 
of the United States, all four clubs 
of the St. Louis (professional) 
Soccer League have filed entries 
in the national Open Champion- 
ship tournament.

nouncement of an “atomic explo- 
gion somewhere in Russia.” 

With the development of the 
Russian atomic. bomb, a pattern 
has been repeated again, on the 
largest and most dramatic scale, 
that long ago began to drive the 
Republican isolationists almost to 
distraction. It has happened half 
a score of times already, that the 
American people would be just 
comfortably climbing into bed, 
and getting ready to put their 
heads under the covers, when the 
Kremlin kicked them out again. 
It is difficult to believe that this 
last great event has not done the 
job, for out-and-out isolationist 
appeals are bound to sound pretty 
odd against the lurid backdrop 
of a Soviet Alamogordo.

FAIL, PILOT LANDS 
JET BY FLASHLIGHT 


SAN DIEGO, Calif., Oct. 4 (AP) 
Marine colonel! landed a pow- 
erless jet fighter plane with little 


prayer. 

Lt. Col. Marion Carl, former 
speed record holder, brought the 
F-9-F Navy Panther down from 
25,000 feet in a 40-mile glide after 
a power failure yesterday. He 
used the flashlight to watch the 
air speed indicator, the only in- 
strument he had left. His other 
hand held the control stick. 

When the cockpit « windshield 
started to frost inside he had to 
drop the flashlight to wipe it off. 

“That was the only time I was 
worried,” said Carl. “I needed 
three hands.” 

Carl was en route from Port- 
land, Ore., to his home station at 
Cherry Point, N.C., by way of 
San Diego, when the electrical 
system failed. 

That left him without engine, 
lights, radio or instruments. He 
couldn’t even dump the 220 gal- 
lons of fuel left in the tanks. He 
had no way of notifying airfields 
of his plight. 

Carl arrived over the lighted 
North Island naval air station in 
San Diego bay with 7000 feet of 
elevation left. 

He dived ‘on the tower to give 
warning anc then, after making

CHAPTER NINE OF 
BILLIE BURKE'S LIFE STORY 

HILE I was concerning my- 

self with hesitant gestures 

toward a career, and with 
that lively production of my own 
called Patricia, my disturbing hus- 
band took over Broadway as if 
it were a province and he a sov- 
ereign with banners. He became 
“The Great Ziegfeld,” and “Fol- 
lies Girl” entered the language as 
the ultimate synonym for glam- 
or. He -put money into his shows 
—his own, or Charles Dillingham’s, 
or anybody’s—with the prodigal- 
ity of a rich child at a candy 
counter, always seeking double 
handfuls of richness, sweetness or 
novelty. But then, whether he 
had spent a quarter of a million 
or three hundred thousand dollars 
on one production, he invariably 
belabored and drove all his asso- 
ciates to the point of yearning for 
straightjackets until he achieved 
in the end the magnificient, funny, 
tasteful spectacles that were the 
Ziegfeld Follies of those amazing 
years. 

In 1914 Flo starred Anne Pen- 
nington, Vera Michelena, 
Wynn, Leon Errol and Bert 
liams, but even these ripe 
sonalities were not enough. 
1915 he added Olive Thomas, 
Murray, W. C. Fields and 
Claire. In 1916 came Frances 
White and Lilyan Tashman, and 
in 1917 there appeared Eddie Can- 
tor, Will Rogers and Peggy Hop- 
kins Joyce, 

During the season of 1915-16 
Will Rogers made his first suc- 
cess in the legitimate theater (he 
had been a vaudeville roper be- 
fore that) in “Hands Up.” A too- 
hastily lowered drop which per- 
sisted catching on his rope, 
causing the audience to refuse to 
let the show go on until Will fin- 
ished his trick, had something to 
do with increasing Will’s reputa- 
tion. Asa result, Flo engaged him 
for his roof show, where he also 
tried out Eddie Cantor before 
promoting them both ta the Fol- 
lies. ' 

Between 1927 and 1930 I did 
three plays, “The Marquise,” 
“Happy Husbands,” and “The 
Truth Game.” I did them with 
Pleasure and I won, perhaps, a 
little acclaim, and I made a little 
money, but I was a part-time 
actress, a part-time artist, a part- 
time professional. The very terms 
contradict themselves, of course, 
for there is no such thing as a 
part-time artist. An artist is a 
person who devotes himself ruth- 
lessly, even selfishly, to his craft 
or his skill, forgetting every other 
consideration, and the measure of 
his integrity. as an artist is, I 
think, not whether the critics 
find his works well ‘done but 
whether he has given his art his 
full devotion. And the hard lines 
of that definition are the barriers 
which make it supremely difficult 
for women to be artists. I want- 
ed to be an artist then, as I do 
now, but in those years I had an- 
other job. It was simply to hold 
my husband.

OR some time now, as I have 
F toia my story, I have said

But 
the Misses Olive Thomas and 
Marilyn Miller were the ladies I 
had to be emphatically concerned 
with. Miss Miller is part of the 
story, part of the record, and I 
have promised to be frank. 

She was, I think, the vision of 
perfection, representing in beauti- 
ful flesh all the things that all 
his life Flo Ziegfeld had sought 
to dramatize. She summed up 
and symbolized the grace and joy 
which, forgetting details, were 
what he reached for in everything 
he staged.

first husband was killed in an au-. 


tomobile accident, and that she 
was divorced from Jack Pickford. 
She missed important rehearsals 
for “Smiles,” Filo’s great show 
which should have been a hit in 
1930, and she became less and 
less—and very quickly less and 
less—the joyful sprite that Zieg- 
feld idolized. His interest waned. 

If Marilyn had been a succéss 
in “Smiles,” which Fred and 
Adele Astaire tried so gallantly to 
save, there is no telling how mat- 
ters would have worked out for 
her, and for me, and for Flo. 
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NEVER met her. That was be- 

cause I planned it that way. 

Once Fio tried to invite her to 
a party in Palm Beach but I 
blocked that invitation with an 
ultimatum. For that matter, I nev- 
er met Olive Thomas or Lillian 
Lorraine or Anna Held, and for 
obvious reasons. But they were 
beautiful women, no man could be' 
blamed for loving them, and.cer- 
tainly I bear them no grudge now. 

On a smug afternoon in 1929, 
after one of my counselors had 
gone over things with me in kin- 
dergarten terms, I hugged myself 
with the realization that I had 
half a million dollars, all from 
My own earnings. It seemed a 
tidy, round, unassailable fortune 
and I took comfort.in the con- 
viction that with that kind of 
money we were always safe, and 
my child’s future was secure. 

I always waited up for Flo when 
he had been working at the thea- 
ter. One night he came in ex- 
tremely ‘late and sat down heav- 
ily on the edge of my bed looking 
utterly wretched and weary. I 
had never seen Flo Ziegfeld like 
this before.

Flo sobbed.

The next afternoon I watched 
him walking in the lovely gar- 
den he had planted with such 
care and taste. His shoulders 
sagged and his step was uncer- 
tain. I knew then that the next 
step was up to me, that I must 
find another play and get back 
to work, that I must help my hus- 
band. I gave my devel to Flo 
and it staved off deba for a 
few months, Then we mortgaged 
Burkely Crest. 

Flo lost something more than 
a million dollars in the Wall 
Street unpleasantness of 1929-30. 
“Smiles,” which should have made 
a great deal of money, went into 
debt more than $300,000. He did 
produce one more Follies, he re- 
vived “Show Boat,” and he put 
on “Hot Cha!” and these were 
great shows. But they did not 
save him. And Flo was ill. He

They were great, 


at this time, in many of his en- 


terprises, he was badly advised 
by some of his new associates. 

This was a big man, a large, 
vital, passionate man, and it was 
a terrible thing—not pitiful, but 
terrible—to see him ill and to seé 
the dissolution of what in fact 
was a kind of empire. True, he 
seemed to recover himself occa- 
sionally, but the elan was gone, 
the power was temporarily turned 
off 


F LO fell ill of influenza in Pitts- 
burgh on March 3, 1932, when 
“Hot Cha!” was playing there 
with Bert Lahr and Lupe Velez. 
Patty and I had gone to California 
months before, I to work in “The 
Vinegar Tree.” In after years I 
often wondered whether I had 
done the right thing. It is fool- 
ish conjecture, because you can 
never know what some other 
course would have led to. 

But my heart was heavy, try- 
ing to weigh the sharp blows that 
had begun to fall on us. My in- 
stinct was to stay with Fig, to 
try to make his burden somewhat 
lighter, perhaps just by being with 
him. Still, he was -putting on a 
new Follies, could not be home 
much in any case, and in‘the end 
I made my decision to take a 
new play. It was an unhappy de- 
cision and I later regretted it.

NEW YORK, Monday. 
HEN the special interests to- 
day find that they cannot 
quite carry their point against 
some public servant on the actual 
facts of a ease, they are prone to 
fall back on the accusation that 
at some time in the individual's 
career he had a tie with Com- 
munism. . 

At the present moment hearings 
are going en dealing with the re- 
appointment for a third term of 
Leland Olds to the Federal Power 
Commission. I knew Mr. Olds 
first when my husband was Gov- 
ernor of New York State. He 
started his battle then for sound 
utility and power policy as a rep- 
resentative of the community 
councils of the city of New York, 
presenting the public’s side before 


‘the commission on revision of the 


public service commission’s law. 

Mr. Olds’ work must have been 
well done because it brought 
about changes in the state and 
he helped with the report that 
recommended a program of ef- 
fective regulation. This was 
later implemented by United 
States Supreme Court decisions 
secureu by the Federal Power Com- 
mission when Mr. Olds, himself, 
was chairman of the commission. 

It'is easy to understand why 
the electric power companies are 
opposed to him. Anyone familiar 
with his record sees quite well 
why the people from Texas or 
Oklahoma who are interested in 
the oil and natural gas businesses 
are also opposed to him. Mr. 
Olds’ opposition stopped the at- 
tempt in the Eightieth Congress 
to get amendments to the natural 
gas act restricting the Federal 
Power Commission's jurisdiction to 
the transportation companies and 
the final interstate sale. Had 
the producers succeeded, it would 
have left the pipe line company as 
well as the independent producers 
free to get an unregulated price 
at the start of the journey of gas 
to the consumed markets. 


It is easy to see the tie of all 
those who are against Mr. Olds 
with their personal interests, or 
the interest of their state, or their 
business, or their friends. He has 
the backing, however, of such or- 
ganizations and individuals as the 
following: The National Grange, 
the National Farmers’ Union, the 
Rural Electric Co-operative Asso- 
ciation, American Public Power 
Association, Municipal Law Of- 
fficers’ Institute, the CIO, the 
AFL, the A.D.A., railroad unions, 
four state regulatory commis- 
sions, and such individuals as 
Morris L. Cooke, Ordway Tead, 
James C. Bonbright, Adolf Berle 
Jr., Jonathan Daniels and others. 

None of these organizations or 
people believes him to be Com- 
munistic in his thinking. This is, 
of course, implied by his oppo- 
nents because articles he had once 
written were distributed by a 
news service. to newspapers in- 
cluding the Daily Worker. In ad- 
dition, the horrible fact has been 
brought out that he once spoke 
on the same platform with Earl 
Browder. 

I don’t know what that proves, 
because Lowell Mellet found a pic- 
ture of Earl Browder taken with 
four other men with Whom he 
shared a platform. This is in 
Elizabeth Dilling’s book, “The 
Roosevelt Red Record and Its 
Background.” Among these four 
men is the Senator from Ohio, Mr. 
Taft. 

Can’t our Senators and Repre- 
sentatives see through this oppo- 
sition and recognize honest public 
servants? Must they swallow such 
an obvious red herring allegation 
of Communism? 

By and large, the people of the 
United States are not so gullible. 
They want the kind of public 
servant that Leland Olds has 
proved himself to be in the Fed- 
eral Power Commission. I hope 
they will speak out now when he 
needs their backing—in no uncer- 
tain terms. 
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Hambone Pea Soup 


Three-fourths cup quick-cooking 
green split peas, one cup cold wa- 
ter, one ham bone (from baked 
butt or shank of ham), one-half 
cup sliced carrot (2 small), one- 
half cup sliced celery (1 stalk), 
one leafy top of celery stalk, 
three-fourths to one cup thin 
strips onion (1 medium-size), a 
few sprigs parsley, four cups

Add one teaspoon 
of salt first and more when soup 
is cooked if needed, along with 
pepper to taste. Bring to a boil, 
reduce heat and allow to simmer 
until peas are tender, about 45 
minutes. Remove hambone. Put 
through a sieve or food mill. Re- 
heat to serve. Makes six servings.

Now a Wildlife Retaps Vast and Broodi ing Okefenokee ls a 2 Last Stronghold Against Civilization

WAYCROSS, Ga., Oct. 3. 

OME who enter the primeval 

fastness of the vast Okefenokee 

swamp these days seek adven- 
ture in “the land of the trembling 
earth.” Others want solitude, or 
fish, or golden mice. Still others 
want to study the profuse wild- 
life—which includes 45 different 
kinds of mammals, 180 species of 
birds, various sorts of snakes and 
alligators up to 12 feet long—or 
make striking photographs. And 
occasionally the law looks into this 
drowned country of cypress, pine, 
bay, hurrah bush, lilies, lakes and 
islands. 

In the 600 square miles of the 
Okefenokee, in southeast Georgia 
and northeast Florida, there is 
something to attract almost every- 
body. But there are some people 
to whom the wilderness gives the 
creeps; they can’t stand its strange 
loveliness—lakes and ponds like 
mirrors, trees bearded with gray 
Spanish moss that glints silver in 
the sunlight and grassy prairies 
which contain no solid ground— 
or the stillness which seems to 
swallow sound. 

Here is a country that is time- 
less. In the shadows are the 
shades of Seminole hunters and 
the ghosts of men who were bush- 
whacked. Here is “land” which 
will support great trees, but which 
will give under the weight of a 
man, letting him down to his hips 
or even his armpits. In 1838 an 


army waded this wilderness, seek- 
ing the Seminole led by Chief Billy 
Bowlegs—but Billy and his people 
had gone for good. 
- One Indian was left behind when 
the Seminoles left for the last 
time. Or, at least, that’s the story 
picked up by swamp historians A. 
McQueen and Hamp Mizell. 
For some infraction of tribal rules 
he had been banished beyond the 
circle of the campfires’ light. So, 
to live, he mixed cattle theft with 
hunting. 

A half-dozen white men went 
out to seek the rustler. On an 
island, he tried to kill one of 
them, but his gun missed fire and 
one of the whites shot him down, 
How to take him out? The ex- 
hausted trackers reportedly drew 
straws and the loser cut the 
wounded savage’s throat. The 
body was pushed down into the 
peat muck.

UT that, if it happened, was 
B long ago. Years ago also were 

the murders of two swampers 
near where the fabled Suwannee 
River leaves the swamp that gives 
it birth. Twenty-four years ago 
somebody bushwacked a swamper 
on Sowhouse Island, today the site 
of the three-year-old Okefenokee 
Swamp Park, off United States 
Highway No. 1. About 13 years 
ago a skeleton was found in the 
swamp when the water was low. 
Whose? Nobody yet knows. 

The late Vereen Bell made the 
swamp known with his best-sell- 
ing novel, “Swamp Water,” which 
was made into a movie. But Oli- 
ver Thrift, a little man who could

neither read nor write, made it 
even better known in June 1945. 

Thrift was a mighty hunter of 
bears who had a house on the 
edge of the 400,000-acre Okefeno- 
kee National Wildlife .Refuge. A 
picket fence ran around his shan- 
ty and the pickets were adorned 
with the heads of bears Thrift had 
killed with his shotgun—the same 
gun that he used to bring the 
swamp national notoriety. 
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On Sunday, June 3, 1945, a 
swamper stumbled onto the buck- 
shot-torn bodies of Andrew Bry- 
ant Crews and Joseph Daniel 
Martin, refuge patrolmen who had 
left their homes on a routine mis- 
sion the day before. Swampers 
both, they were members of fami- 
lies which had lived in the swamp 
country since before the United 
States Fish and Wildlife Service 
established its refuge in 1937. 
Their principal job was protection 
of the swamp wildlife, including 
the bears that sometimes wan- 
dered off the refuge and onto 
nearby farms and homesteads. 

Thrift was a man who looked 
after the bears that came after 
his stock and—it is believed—some 
that didn’t. On June 2, 1945, he 
was not looking for bears. He was 
waiting for Martin, and it was 
Crews’ misfortune that he was 
with Martin, whom Thrift hated. 

A swamper trailed Thrift to his 
home after a Federal Bureau of 
Investigation special agent dis- 
covered a small footprint — it 
looked like the footprint of a 
child to the agent—not far from 
the glade where the two patrol- 
men were bushwhacked., 

Thrift claimed he was home all 
that Saturday, but the alibi col- 
lapsed when a Waycross, Ga., bill 
collector told investigators he had 
spent five hours at Thrift’s home, 
waiting for Thrift to return. 
Thrift then confessed, and he now 
is serving two concurrent life 
terms in a Federal penitentiary. 

Before the Federal Government 
bought the major part of the 
swamp in the late thirties it was 
heavily logged. Millions of board 
feet of prime cypress, pine and 
other trees were cut. Yet today 
the Okefenokee has a curiously 
untouched look. In the vicinity of 
Dinner Pond there is a stand of 
virgin cypress which was growing 
when Columbus set sail for 
America. 


Peace of Soul

CHAPTER NINE. 

HERE has been no single in- 
T fluence which has done more 

to prevent man from finding 
God and rebuilding his character, 
has done more to lower the moral 
tone of society than the denial of 
personal guilt. This repudiation of 
man’s personal responsibility for 
his action is falsely justified in 
two ways: by aSsuming that Man 
is only an animal and by giving a 
sense of guilt the tag “morbid.” 

The excuses are new—the effort 
to escape responsibility for our 
ills igs ancient. Through the ages, 
man has always tried to find 
something to blame besides him- 
self, eg., poverty, environment, 
systems of economics, politics, fi- 
nances, or society in general. But 
all these failed wholly to convince 
—they were obviously too unre- 
lated to the person, for all of them 
are extrinsic. Recently, the mate- 
rialistic hit upon a new scapegoat 
—not in nature, nor in society, 
but inside of man himself, namely, 
his unconscious. The fault was 
now, not in the stars, but in that 
part of ourselves which could not 
be held responsible. Furthermore, 
it was claimed that the trouble 
could be controlled solely by lift- 
ing the unconscious quirk to the 
level of consciousness through 
psychoanalysis. 

To prevent a misunderstanding, 
let it here be stated unequivocally: 
there is nothing wrong, there is 
even something commendable 
about a psychological method 
which cures mental disorders by 
making the unconscious conscious. 
And, even apart from true de- 
rangements, men may be disturbed 
by a complex which has no ethical 
or moral cause; in treating such 
cases, medical science has a vast 
area in which it can legitimately 
operate. We are concerned and 
concerned only with methods of 
treatment which deny all moral 
responsibility and attack the pa- 
tient’s admission of personal sin 
and guilt by telling him that the 
idea of sin induces morbidity or 
a guilt complex and makes him 
abnormal. 

Such psychiatrists would make 
all people nice people, complacent 
in their freedom from guilt or sin. 
By one magic stroke, the world 
would be rid of nasty people, or 
those who recognize they are sin- 
ners. This conception shows a 
shocking ignorance of human na- 
ture. The truth is that there is 
an increase of mental disorders 
largely because too many people 
think they are nice, when really 
they are nasty. This was the mes- 
sage Our Lord drove home in the 
parable of the two men who went 
into the temple to pray. /Para- 
phrasing the story of the Pharisee 
(who was a very nice man) we 
can imagine him praying in the 
front of the temple as follows: 
“I thank Thee, O Lord, that my 
Freudian adviser has told me that 
there is mo such thing as guilt, 
that sin is a myth, and that Thou, 
O Father, art only a projection 
of my father complex. There may 


and I diet for my figure three 
times a week. Oh, I thank Thee 


that I am not like the rest of men, 
those nasty people, such as the 
Christian there in the back of 
the temple who thinks that he is 
a sinner, that his soul stands in 
need of grace, that his conscience 
is burdened with extortion, and 
that his heart is weighted down 
with a crime of injustice. I may 
have an Oedipus complex, but I 
have no sin.” 

All the while, in the back of 
the temple, a nasty individual 
then and now strikes his breast 
and says, “O God, be merciful to 
me a sinner” (Luke 18:13). Our 
Lord tells us that he goes back to 
his house justified. 


Very harmful effects can fol- 
low accepting the philosophy 
which denies personal guilt or sin 
and thereby makes everyone nice. 
By denying sin, the nice people 
make a cure impossible, Sin is 
most serious, and the tragedy is 
deepened by the denial that we 
are sinners. If the blind deny that 
they are blind, how shall they ever 
see? The really unforgivable sin 
is the denial of sin, because, by 
its nature, there is now nothing 
to be forgiven. By refusing to 
admit to personal guilt, the nice 
people are made into scandal- 
mongers, gossips, talebearers, and 
supercritics, for they Must pro- 
ject their real if unrecognized 
guilt to others. This, again, gives 
them a new illusion of goodness: 
the increase of faultfinding is in 
direct ratio and proportion to the 
denial of sin. (The nasty people 
do not like to gossip about the 
failings of others, because they 
are only too conscious of their 
own failings.) 


T is a fact of human experi- 
ence that the more experience 
we have with sin—our own sin— 
the less we are conscious of it. In 
all other things, we learn by experi- 
ence; in sin, we unlearn by ex- 


perience. Sin gets into the blood, 
the nerve cells, the brain, the

habits, the mind; and the more 
it penetrates a man, the less ke 
knows of its existence. The sinn 

becomes so accustomed to sin that 
he fails to recognize its gravity. 
This was the sinister idea behind 
Satan’s temptation of Eve: Satan 
told her that if she possessed the 
knowledge of good and evil, she 


would be like God. Satan did not 
tell her the real truth—that God 
knows evil only negatively, in- 
tellectually, as a physician Who 
has never had pneumonia knows 
it as the negation of health. But 
a human being, knowing evil at 
all, must know it experimentally, 
i.e., evil would enter into his sys- 
tem and become a part of him. 
As a cataract in the eye blinds the 
vision, so sin always darkens the 
intellect and weakens the will and 
leaves a bias toward the commit- 
ting of another sin. Each sin 
makes the next more easy, con- 
science less reproachful, virtue 
more distasteful, and the attitude 
toward morality more scornful. 
- 2 
ELDOM will a man revolt 
openly against the Infinite; if 
man knows that he has revolt- 
ed and sinned and still does not ac- 
cept the consequences, he tries to 
minimize the sin by excuses, as 
Cain did. But modern man has 
lost the understanding of the very 
name “sin.” When he sins and 
somehow feels the effects (as all 
men must), he seeks relief in 
escapist cults or escapist habits 
of drink or drugs. He also puts 
the blame for his malaise on his 
spouse, on his work, on his 
friends, or on the economic, so- 
cial, and political order. He will 
often complain of overwork and 
“tension,” develop symptoms of 
physical distress — all contrived 
efforts to avoid facing the fact 
that he has sinned. He may— 
frequently does—became a neu- 
rotic. If his neurosis has ad- 
vanced far enough, he will be 
told By some psychoanalyst that 
he is not fully responsible for his 
actions because he is “a patient.” 
This gives him a further pretext 
for not acknowledging his sins. 
The condition of despair in- 
duced ty unrepented sin often 
reaches a point where there is a 
positive fanaticism against re- 
ligion and morality. He who has 
fallen away from the spiritual or- 
der will hate it, because religion is 
the reminder of his guilt. Hus- 
bands who are unfaithful will beat 
their wives who are faithful, 


Wives who are unfaithful will ac- | 


cuse their husbands -of infidelity. 

Such souls finally reach a point 

where, like Nietzsche, they want 

to increase evil until all distinc- 

tion between right and wrong is 

blotted out; then they can sin 
impuni

Once the Okefenokee was a fa- 
vorite hunting area, but today 
hunting on the refuge is prohibit- 
ed. In this fastness probably are 
some panthers, like those yet 
found in Florida, and there are 
plenty of black bear, deer, rac- 
coons and wildcats. 

Recently an ornithologist spent 
about two weeks in the swamp in 
an effort to find a trace of a re- 
ported pair of ivory-billed wood- 
peckers. These great birds, which 
dwarf the tiny redhead, are gen- 
erally believed extinct everywhere 
but in a Louisiana bayou wilder- 
ness. 
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K UT there are plenty of birds in 

the swamp: Pileated woodpeck- 

ers, which are almost as large 
as the ivory bill; all sorts of 
“dickey birds,” such as warblers, 
finches and red-winged black- 
birds; brownish sandhill cranes, 
white American egrets of the kind 
almost wiped out during the craze 
for egret-feathered women’s hats, 
baldheaded wood ibises with 
curved bills, lesser white ibises, 
great and little blue herons, anh- 
ingas (water turkeys), bald eagles, 
Ospreys, hawks, owls and ducks. 

The lake and prairie country of 
the Okefenokee is open, but there 
are areas so densely wooded that 
the light by day is no more than 
a perpetual twilight. Traveling 
the old logging canal one time, I 
saw an owl repeatedly strike at 
the lure cast by a fisherman in 
the party. He finally got entan- 
gled and was jerked into the 
water. That was the wettest, 
maddest owl any of us every saw. 

Most of the Okefenokee is 
drowned land, covered with dark 
water. It looks black sometimes, 
but actually it has an orange 
tinge from tannic acid drawn 
from cypress trees. It is per- 
fectly safe to drink. With all this 
water there are plenty of night- 
flying mosquitoes, but malaria is 
unknown in the area. 

The Suwannee River, made 
famous by Stephen Foster, rises 
in the Okefenokee and the St, 
Mary’s rises on the southern 
border. Water in the swamp rises 
and falls with protracted rain- 
fall or drouth. 

Okefenokee is a Greek word 
meaning “trembling earth.” Some- 
day this whole area will be a 
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coal deposit or an oil pool. Trees 
and bushes grow out of dead 
vegetable matter on hummocks 
or “houses,” which look like is- 
lands. There are dry islands in 
the swamp, some of which once 
were inhabited. Billy’s Island, 
one of the largest, is named for 
Billy Bowlegs; Floyd’s Island for 
Gen. Charles Floyd, who led the 
expedition into the swamp after 
the Seminoles. 

Travel in the swamp commonly 
is by narrow, flat craft which 
are poled’‘or sometimes powered 
by outboard motors. Boats follow 
alligator trails which wind 
through prairies, linking islands, 
ponds and lakes; and the “float- 
ing batteries” of dead vegetation 
and the vegetable matter which is 
the “bottom” of these water trails 
give outboard motors “fits.” To 
travel a mile as the crow flies you 
must travel three of four miles 
as the alligator swims—unless 
you're prepared to wade through 
muck which may reach to the 
armpits. 

The easiest way to get an idea 
of the Okefenokee’s beauty and 
vastness is to turn off U. S. High- 
way No. 1 at the entrance to 
the Okefenokee Swamp Park, sev- 
en miles south of Waycross. If the 
swamp enchants you—as it does 
many—you can hire a guide to 
take you deep into the interior. 
Otherwise you can truthfully say 
that you’ve seen the place and 
been in it on Cowhouse Island.

South ruffed 
East’s diamond ace, led the heart 
three to the jack, then returned 
the trump queen for a finesse. 
West won and laid down the high 
diamond. 

Declarer ruffed and drew West's 
remaining spade, then overtook 
his heart king with the ace. He 
discarded a club on the heart 
queen, then led a club toward the 
closed hand. If East had been 
caught napping, declarer could 
have put in his own eight-spot 
and in that way thrown the lead 
to West, forcing a club return, or 
a lead that would give him a ruff 
in dummy while he discarded his 
club queen, but East was having 
none of that—he put up the club 
nine! Now South could not help 
losing two club tricks, and his 
contract. 

The fact that South had one 
key card, the diamond queen, lo- 
cated in West’s hand should have 
dictated the winning line of play, 
which was to cash the spade ace, 
disdaining the finesse. South 
should then cash the three hearts, 
discarding a club, and give West 
the diamond jack, discarding an- 
other club! No matter who had 
the spade king, West would even- 
tually have to lead a club up to 
South’s tenace, or give him a ruff- 
and-discard.
